To all and fngular our 
faithful SubjeBs within cur Province of M A R Y L A N D , 
Greeting. WHEREAS there is a very pleafant, 
healthful, and commodious place for trade, By aSl of the 
general affetnbly of this our province laid but for a town. 
and port, and called Annapolis, in honour of Us; -which 

faid town and port hath, in few years, (efpetially fince 
the accefjion of our trujly and well beloved John Sey-
mourj Efquire, our captain-general and governor iii 
chief of this otff province, to the government thereof) 
very conjiderably increafed in the number of its inhabit 
iantSi as well as buildings both public and private, fd 
that it excelleth all other towns and ports in our faid 
province, dnd for that our prefent feat of government 
within our province aforefaid is fixed at the faid port 
and town, whereby the fame is become the chief mart of 
the whofe country j 

B WE, 
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WE, being willing to encourage ail our good and 

faithful fubjects, as well at frefent refding and inha­
biting, or which hereafter Jhall or may inhabit or refidc, 
wkhin the fame port of Annapolis, of our royal grace, 
good will and mere motion, with the advice of our coun­
cil in cur faid province, have thought Jit, and do, by 
thefe our letters patent, conjiitute and erecl the faid 
town and port of Annapolis, together with the circuits 
and precincts thereof, including the lands heretofore laid 
out for the faid town and port of Annapolis, public 
fafxure and town common, together with the river and 
creeks adjacent, into a city, by the name of THE C I T Y 

O F A N N A P O L I S i and do grant to the inhabitants of 
the faid city, that the fame city Jhall be an Incorporate 
City, confifling of a Mayor, one per Jon learned in the 
law, ftyled and bearing the of ice of Recorder of 'the faid 
thy, and fx Aldermen, and ten other perj'ons to be 
Common-Council-Men of the faid city ; which faid 
Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common-Council-Men, 

Jhall be a body incorporate, and one community for ever, 
in right and by the name of Mayor, Recorder, Alder­
men and Common-Council, of the faid city of Anna.-* 
polis ; Jhall be able and capable to /tie and be fued at 
Jaw, and to act and execute, do and perform, as a body 
incorporate, which Jhall have fuccefion for ever, and, 
to that end, to have a common feal;and that Amos. 
Garrett, Efquire, one of the inhabitants of the far d city, 
Jhall for the prefent be and be named mayor of the jaid 
city for the enfuing year, an d Wornell Hunt , Ejquire, 
recorder thereof, and William Bladen, John Freeman, 
Benjamin Fordham, Evan Jones, Thomas Bordley 
and Jofiah Willfon, Efq'uires, inhabitants of the faid 
fity, Jhall be aldermen thereof fo long as they Jhall well 
kehftve themfelves therein, having jirjl taken and fab-

fcribed

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fcribed the teji and fveral eaths for feciirity of the 
government, as by law efablifed, and alfo the oath ap­
pointed by Us, cr our prefent governor, to be taken by 
the mayor, recorder and aldermen, cf the city of Anna­
polis aforefaid, which "fall be adminifered to them by 
our governor in chief, or keeper of the great feal of this 
our province for the time being, or by fuch other perfon. 
or perfons as we, our heirs andfuccefors, or our gover­
nor aforefaid for the time being, fhall from time to time 
authorife and appoint to adminifter the fame ; and we 
grant that the faid mayor, recorder and aldermen, or 
the major part of them, fall elect and choofe ten other 
of the mof fuffcient of the inhabitants of the faid city, 
being freemen thereof, to be of the common-council of 
the faid city for fo long time as they fall well behave 
the//fives.

AND, to perpetuate the fucceffion of the faid mayor, 
'corder, aldermen and common-council, in all time to 

come, we do grant, that for the future they fjail affem-
ble in fame convenient place in the faid city upon the 
feajl diiy of St. Michael, the archangel, in every year, 
and fall clecl and choofe, by the major vote of fuch of 
them as fall be then prefent, one other of the aldermen 
of the faid city for the time being to be mayor of the 

faid city for the enfiiing year; and, upon deceafe or 
removal of the faid mayor of the faid city for the time 
being, or upon any deceafe or deceafes, re?noval or re­
movals, of the faid recorder or aldermen, or any of them, 
or within one month after fuch refpeSlive deceaje or de­
ceafes, removal or removals, the refidue of the faid 
aldermen, together with the faid mayor (if he fall be 
living) or the major part of them, fall, at a fet time 
by them to be appointed, within the faid city and pre-

c-inSls, 
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dntts, elect and nominate fonie other perfon or perfons to 
be mayor, recorder, alderman or aldermen, of the faid 
city, in the place and places of fuch perfon or perfons f 
deceafed or removed re/pectively, as the cafe Jhall re­
quire, fo as the faid mayor, fo to be elected and nominated, 
os at the time of fuch election and nomination actually 
one of the aldermen of the faid city, and fo as the 

faid recorder, Jo to be elected and nominated, be a perfon 
teamed in the law, and fo as the faid alderman or al­
dermen, fo to be elected and nominated, be actually at the 
time of fuch election and nomination of the common-
council of the faid city, the faid mayor, recorder, alder­
man or aldermen^ fo to be elected and nominated, frji 
taking the federal and rejpective oaths before mentioned, 
to be appointed as aforefaid, and Jhall likewife then fill 
up, by the election of the free voters of the faid city, 
out of and from among the inhabitants and freeholders 
of the faid city, the full number of ten perfons to be 
common-council-men; and that the faid perjons hereby 
appointed and named, or hereafter to be elected and 
nominated, mayor, recorder or aldermen, be jujiices of 
the peace within the city, precincts and liberties thereof, 
having firfi taken the oaths ufually appointed to be taken 
by the jujiices of the peace. 

AND the faid mayor, recorder and aldermen, hereby 
named and appointed, or hereafter to be elefled and no­
minated, or any three of them, whereof the faid mayor 
or recorder for the time being Jhall be one, Jhall have, 
within the precincts of the faid city^ full power and 
authority to make conjlables, and other necefjary officers, 
and to rule, order and govern, the inhabitants thereof, 
as jujiices of the peace are or Jhall be authorifed to do, 
and Jliall have power to execute all the laws, ordinances 

and 
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and ftatutes, in that behalf made, as fully and cmplf 
as if they were authorifed thereto by exprefs commiffion 
named therein, willing and commanding, that no other 
jujiices of peace or quorum, within our faid tounty or 
province, do, at any time hereafter, take upon them, or 
any of them, to execute the office of a jujlice of peace 
within the faid city, or in the precincts thereof not" 
with/landing any commiffion at large authorifing them-
thereunto, faving the authority and jurifdiSlion of her 
majejly's jujiices of oyer and terminer and jail deli­
very, now or hereafter to be affigned, during the time of 
their holding their feveral refpeBive courts in the faid 
city. 

ANT) further, we will and grant unto the faid 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and common-council, of the 
faid city for the time being, full power ar*l authority, 
after the Jpace of fix years, to eleSl a Jheriff' for the 

faid city, (but that, until then, the fieriff of Anne-
Arundel county for the time being Jhall be Jheriff' of the 

faid city,J and to make, order and appoint, fuch by­
laws and ordinances among themfelves,for the regulation 
and good government of trade and other matters, exi­
gencies and things, within the Jaid city and precinBs, 
as to them, or the major part of them, Jhall fern meet, 
to be confonant to reafon, and not contrary, but, as near 
as conveniently may be, agreeable to the laws andjlatutes 
now in force j which faid by-laws Jhall be obferved, 
kept and performed, by all manner of perfons trading 
and refding within the faid city, under fuch reafonable 
fains, penalties and forfeitures, as Jhall be impofed by 
the faid mayor, recorder, aldermen and common-conncil-
men, or the major part of them, then affembled, from 
time to timet not exceeding forty jhillings fferling; the 

C faid 
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/aid fains, penalties and forfeitures, to be raifed by 
difirejs andfale of the goods of fuch perfon fo offending, 
and to be employed for the public benefit of the faid city, 
at their difcreticn. 

AND further, we do gt ' give full power, 
licence, privilege and authority, to the mayor, recorder, 
aldermen and common-council-men, of the faid city for 
the time being, and their fucceffors for ever, and alfo all 

freeholders of the faid city ; that is to fay, all perfons 
(Riming a whole lot of land, with au houfe built thereon 
according to law, and all perfons aBually rcfiding and 
inhabiting in the fid city, having a vifible cftate of 
the value of twenty pounds ferling at the leaf, and like-
wife all perfons that hereafter /hall frve five years to 
any trade within this city, and full, after the expira­
tion of their time, be aBually houfekeepers and inhabi­
tants in the fame, to fend two citizens and delegates to 
every of our afembly or ajjernbl'ies hereafter to be held, 
or at any time or times hereafter to be called to be held> 
for this our faid province of Maryland, to be eleBed 
and chofen out of the inhabitants aBually being and re­
ading within the faid city, laving a freehold, or vifibk 
efiate, of the value of twenty pounds fierling therein, 
by the faid may-rr, recorder, aldermen, common-council-
men, freeholders and free men, as aforefaid, or the major 
part of them, being then prefenf, by virtue of our writ 
or writs of eleblion, to befent to them for that purpofe; 
which faid writ or writs we do hereby grant Jkall be 
tffked out and Jhit to the faid mayor, 7'ecorder and alder­
men, when and fo often as occafion Jhall require ; pro­
vided, that all fuch eleBors or voters as aforefaid do 
take an oath to be true to the intereft of the faid city, 
before they be admitted to fuch vote -} and provided alfo, 

and 
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and at all times after the end of the next general affem-
My to be held for this province, no free man as aforefaid, 
not being a freeholder as aforefaid, fall have the liberty 
of fuch vote as aforefaid until three months after fuch 
his freedom obtained. 

AND, when hereafter there fljall happen any gene­
ral afjhnbly to be held, according as '-writs JJjall be fent 

for the feveral and refpeBive counties for eleBing depu­
ties or delegates for their feveral and refpeBive counties 
in this our province of Maryland, we further grant, 
that the faid citizens and delegates, by them fo as afore­

faid elecled and fent, fall have full and free votes and 
voices in all and every of our general qfjemblies, touch­
ing or concerning all mailers or things there to be dif 
courfed and handled, as other the deputies or delegates 
of the feveral and refpeBive counties formerly have had, 
now have, or hereafter (Jjall have. 

AND further, we grant and give licence to the 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and common-council, of the 

faid city, for the time being, and their fuccejfors for 
ever, to have and to hold two markets weekly within 
ike faid city, en every V/ednefday and Saturday in the 
week, in force co;ive?iient place to be by them appointed 
within the precinBs and liberties cf the faid city, and 
aifi two fairs yearly, to be kept on Monday called St, 
Philip and jacobV day, and on the feafi cf 'St. Michael, 
the archangel, for on the next day feces ding each or 

of them in cafe, they fall happen to fall on the 
Lord'j day,) for thefale and vending all manner of goods P 

cattle, wares and merchandifes, whatfeever; en which 
faid fair days, and frfi two days before and after, all 
pcrfns coming to the faid fairs, together with their 

cattle^ 
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cattle, goods, wares and merchandises, and returning 
thence, Jhall be exempt and privileged from any drrejl, 
attachments or executions, whatfoever j and that the 

faid mayor and aldermen Jhall have power to Jet'fuch 
reafonable toll upon fuch goods, cattle, merchandifes and 
other commodities, as Jhall be fold therein refpeclively, as 
Jhall be thought ft, not exceeding fx-perice on every 
beajl fold, and the twentieth part of the value of any 
commodity, and Jhall and may hold a court ofpypowdry, 
during the faid fair, for the determination of all control 
verfes Una quarrels which may happen therein, accord­
ing to the ufudl courfe in England in the like cafes, and 
we grant unto them all profits and perquiftes due, in­
cident and belonging, to faid market-fair and court of 
pypowdry* . . . 

AND further, we do grant that the faid mayor, 
recorder and aldermen, or any three or more of them, 
Jhall hold a court ofhujlings within the faid city, where 
they are hereby empowered to make proper'officers, and 

fettle reafonable fees, not exceeding what are now allowed 
in the county court, and Jhall have jurifdicJion, and hold 
plea of trefpafs and ejectment for any lands or tenements 
within the faid city, as alfo of all writs of dower for the 

fame lands and tenements, and of all other aSlions, per-
jonal and mixed, and, as a court of record, give judge­
ment, and award execution thereon, according to the 
laws and ftatutes of England and this province; pro­
vided the demand in the faid aclion, perjonal and mixed, 
exceed not thefumoffx pounds ten Jhillings jlerling, or 

j"eventeen hundred pounds of tobacco. -

AND provide I nevertbelefs, That any party or par­
lies, plaintiff's or- defendants, Jhall be at their liberty, 
• • ' . - • ' • o n 
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en good grounds, to bring writs of habeas corpus and 
certiorari to remove any plaints from thefaid hujlings to 
the provincial court of this province, and alfo to appeal 

from the judgment of the mayor's court, or bring writs 
<f error, at their choice, to the provincial court, under 
fuch limitation and regulation as is already, by the aSi 
of ajfembly of this province, ajpgned for profecuting 
appeals and writs of error from the county courts to the 
provincial.

An ACT confirming and explaining the charter to the 
city of Annapolis. 

WHEREAS this prefent general affembly have 
taken into their confideration the charter late­

ly granted to the city of Annapolis, and being defirous 
to give all due encouragement to cohabitation, have 
refolved to confirm the fame charter, and to explain 
and refrrain feme claufes and grants therein contained, 
they humbly pray that it may be enacted, 

II. A N D I T IS HEREBY E N A C T E D , by the 
Queen s mojl excellent Majejiy, by and with the Advice 
end Confent of her Majejiy s Governor, Council and 
Afemblyt of this Province, and by the Authority of 
the fame, That the faid charter to the city of Anna­
polis, bearing date, at the faid city, on the twenty-
fecond day of November, anno 1708, in the feventh 
year of her majefly's reign, fealed with the great feal 
of this her majefly's province, and iigned with the 
iign manual of his excellency John Seymour, Efquire, 
captain-general and governor in chief thereof, incor­
porating the inhabitants of Annapolis into a city and 
body corporate, and the feveral articles, claufes, 
grants, powers, authorities and privileges, therein 
contained, mall, by virtue of this acr, be held, taken, 

ilandy 
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ftand, remain, and be firm and valid, to all intents 
and purpofes whatfoever, within the fame charter 
mentioned and expreffed, fubjecl neverthelefs to the 
feveral reftridions and explanations herein fpeciried 
and declared; (that is to fay,) that it mail in no 
wife be intended, conftrued, meant or taken, to in^ 
fringe the liberties and privileges of the public, either 
in regard to the public lands and buildings by them 
heretofore purchafed and built, but that the fame 
{hall be referved and continued for ever to the ufes 
and purpofes to which they have already been allot­
ted; and that all and every the judges and juftices of 
the feveral courts of judicature, which have ufually 
held their courts within the fame city, in the public 
court-houfe thereof, mall and may continue fo to do; 
and the juftices, commiffioners and fherifF, of Anne-
Arundel county, mail have, hold and exercife, their 
jurifdidion, in as full and ample manner, to all in­
tents and purpofes, in the port of Annapolis, as here­
tofore had been ufual. 

III . A N D BE I T F U R T H E R E N A C T E D AND D E ­
CLARED, That the by-laws to be made by the faid 
corporation (ball not affec"t, or be binding to, any 
other the inhabitants of this province, but wholly 
restrained to the inhabitants and residents of the faid 
city ; and that the claufe in the faid charter, empow­
ering the corporation to fet toll on horfes, cattle and 
other commodities, to be fold on the two fair days of 
the firft of May, and of St. Michael the archangel, 
yearly, fhall not, in anywife, enure, be confirmed or 
extended, to empowering the corporation to affefs any 
toll or impoft upon cattle, goods, wares or rner-
chandifes, whatfoever, to be fold therein, if the go 

wares 
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wares or merchandifes, mould not amount to the 
yalue of twenty {hillings current money; but if it 
exceed twenty millings value, and not above five 
pounds current money, then the fum of fix-pence 
ihall be paid for the fee or toll thereof j and for all 
goods, &c. exceeding in value rive pounds current 
money, then it (hall be lawful to aflcfs the fum of 
twelve-pence current money for the fee or toll there­
of, and no more. 

IV. A N D , whereas the citizens and burgefles of 
the feveral boroughs in England have formerly been 
allowed but half wages, in refpecl: to the falary of the 
knights of the mires, BE I T T H E R E F O R E E N A C T ­
ED, That the citizens rcprefenting the city of Anna­
polis, (hall only be allowed half the wages to th« 
delegates and reprcfentatives as is and mall be allow­
ed to the delegates of the feveral counties of this 
province, and no more, 

V. A N D , whereas Worneil Hunt, Efquire, the 
prefent recorder of the faid city, is not yet qualified 
for that truft, by reafon he hath not been refident in 
this province during the term of three years, never­
theless the faid Worneil Hunt, by virtue of this aft, 
fhall be deemed, and is hereby qualified and enabled, 
to hold and execute the faid office of recorder of the 
city aforefaid, any law, ftatute, ufage or cuflom, to 
the contrary in anywife notwithftanding. 

VI. AND BE I T E N A C T E D , by the Advice and 
Confent aforefaid, That the land called the Town-
Common be referved and .emain to the ufe of the 
proper owner or owners, unlefs the citizens can make 
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it appear to have made fatisfa&ion for the fame the 
next feflion of affembly. 

An ACT for fettling all difputes concerning the bounda­
ries of the feveral lots within the city of Annapolis, 
and confirming the fame to the refpeSlive takers up, 
improvers and pur chafers thereof, and for laying out 
ten acres of land, out of the town paflure> into twenty 
lots more, to be added to the faid city. 

WHEREAS the original plot of furvey of the 
town of Annapolis, now ere&ed into a city, 

has been deflroyed by the fire of the ftadt-houfe in 
the year one thoufand feven hundred and four, and 
little or no footfteps left to find out the bounds of the 
feveral lots, whereby many difputes and lawfuits are 
like to arife among the inhabitants and proprietors of 
the fa id lots; and, forafmuch as juftice may the 
more fpeedily, and at far lefs charges, be adminiftered 
upon any fuch difputes by three or more indifferent 
perfons, appointed by law to adt as commifftoners to 
hear and finally determine them, and afcertain the 
boundaries and proprietorfhips of the lots within the 
faid city, as near as may be, according to the true 
intent and meaning of the original furveys of fuch 
proprietorfhips, and of the lots, of the town and port 
of Annapolis, made by Mr. Richard Beard, deceaiedj 
it is therefore prayed, that it might be enadted, 

II. A N D BE I T E N A C T E D , by the Right Honour­
able the Lord Proprietary, by and with the Ad-vice and 
Con/hit of his LordjJnp's Governor, and the Upper and 
Lower Houfes of Affembly, and the Authority of the 

fame, That the honourable colonel William Holland, 
D colonel 
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oienel Thomas Addifon, captain Daniel Mariartee 

and Mr. Alexander Warfield, or any three of them, 
be and are hereby appointed, authorifed and empow­
ered, commiffioners for hearing, and finally deter­
mining, all or any the difputes that have and may 
arife among any the takers up, improvers or pur-
chafers, of all or any the lot' or lots of land laid out 
within the faid city, concerning either the property 
or bounds of any the faid lots, and that, to that end, 
ihe afoiefaid commhTjoners, or the major part of them, 
together with James Stoddart, Efquire, who is here­
by appointed to furvey the aforefaid city, and the 
feveral lots, flreets, and public grounds therein, do, 
fovne time before the mil day of Auguft, in this pre­
sent, year of our Lord God feventeen hundred and 
eighteen, meet within the fame city, and calling be­
fore them, or the major part of them, the refpecfive 
proprietors and claimers of the lots aforefaid, hear 
and examine their pretenfions thereto, and caufe the 
bounds thereof to be afcertained and flaked out accord­
ing to the true intent and meaning of the original plot 
or furvey of the town of Annapolis, heretofore made by 
the aforefaid Mr. Richard Beard, fo that no man, that 
has built by miftake, be oufted of his poflefiion, and 
finally to afecrtain the properties of the feveral claims 
therein, and caufe their feveral determinations to be 
fairly tranferibed, and tranfmitted in the fecretary's 
office of this province, as the fettled and indifputablc 
bounds and properties of all and fingular the faid 
lots, and parties claiming the fame. 

III. A N D , to the end that the refpecfive owners of 
any parcels or quantity of lands, lying within the 
furvey or plot of the faid city, may receive jufl and 

equitable 

,Jk 
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uitable fatisfadtion from the feverai claimers or pof-

"ft'ors of fuch lots as may happen to fall within the 
refpedtive bounds they claim property in, B E I T EN­
A C T E D , by the Authority, Advice and Confent, afore -

faid, That fuch refpedtive owners or claimers of any 
quantity or parcel of land, lying within the faid city, 
do appear before the faid commiffioners, at or before 
fhe firft day of Auguft next, or at any other day or 
time as the faid commiffioners, or the major part of 
them, fhall appoint or direct, at the faid city, and 
upon oath, by the aforefaid commiffioners, or any of 
them, to be adminiftered to them, declare whether 
or no they know, or have heard, of any fatisfadtion 
or payment for all or any part of the faid lands, here­
tofore made to themfelves, or any others, by, from 
or under, whom they claim the fame; and that, at 
the fame time, the faid claimers and owners of fuch 
quantities or parcels of land make good, and mew to 
the faid commiffioners, their refpedtive rights and 
claims to the aforefaid lands, and receive fuch reafon-
able fatisfadtion therefore from the refpedtive proprie­
tors of lots within fuch their lands, as the aforefaid 
commiflioners, or the major part of them, fhall di-
redl; and that, in default of fuch claim and making 
good their feverai rights to the aforefaid quantities or 
parcels of land as aforefaid, they, the faid claimers 
and proprietors, and their heirs and affigns, lhall be 
for ever hereafter precluded and barred from any 
claim, right, or interefr. thereto, and the aforefaid 
quantities or parcels of land mail be deemed to be 
held by the owner of-fuch lots, under the like rents 
and fervices as other lots and lands within the city 
aforefaid now are. 

IV. A N D , 
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IV. A N D , whereas, for the better encouragement 

of poor tradefmen to come and inhabit within the 
faid city, and carry on their refpective trades therein, 
the corporation of the faid city have fupplicated this 
general aflembly, that twenty mere fmall lots fhould 
be laid and added to the faid city, BE I T T H E R E ­
FORE E N A C T E D , by and with'the Authority, Advice 
and Confent, afore/aid, That the faid commiflioners, 
or the major part of them, by this act nominated and 
appointed, mall caufe ten acres of the public pafture, 
lying on the north fide of the faid city, and to the 
eaftward of the ferry road that leads by the hill 
whereon the powder-houfe now itands, to be furveyed 
and ftaked out''• into twenty' lots, to be taken up by 
any perfon orperfons that fhall build a dwelling-
houfe upon the fame, according to the directions of 
the aforefaid act for erecting Anne-Arundel and Ox­
ford towns into ports and towns; which taking up, 
and building upon, as aforefaid, upon paying to the 
proprietors of the faid ten acres what fum the faid 
commiflioners, or the major part of them, mail afTefs 
arid award to be paid for each lot, ihall, by virtue of 
this act, make and veil a fure and indefeafible eftate, 
in fee, in and to the refpective takers up, and build­
ers thereon, and to their heirs and afiigns, in all or 
any the aforefaid twenty lots fo to be laid out as 
aforefaid, any law, ftatute or ufage, to the contrary 
notwithftandin?.

V. PROVIDED NEVERTHELESS, and it is the true 
intent and meaning of this act, That no perfon al­
ready poilefling a let, or any part of a lot, within the 
faid city, {hail have liberty to take up any of the faid

thing herein contained to the contrary in anywife 
notwithstanding. 

IX. A N D BE I T ESTABLISHED AND O R D A I N ­
ED, by the Authority aforefaid, That any-perfon or 
perfons that fha!l make, caufe to be made, or permit, 
any fire in any wooden chimney, iron pot, tub of 
wood filled with dirt, or other like contrivance, here­
after, mall3 if a free man, forfeit and pay the fum of 
forty millings current money for every fuch offence, 
to be recovered as aforefaid to the ufe aforefaid, and, 
if a fervant or flave, the mafler, miftrefs, or perfon 
employing fuch fervant or flave, fhall forfeit and pay 
the fum of forty millings like money, to be recovered 
and applied as aforefaid. 

X. A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND O R D A I N E D , 
by the Authority aforefaid. That no perfon or perfons, 
hereafter, fhall fuffer any flack or rick of hay, ftraw 
or fodder, to be out of doors upon their lots, or keep 
any hay, flraw, or fodder of any fort, in any dwell­
ing-houfe, en pain of forfeiting forty fhillings, and 
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the like fine for every month fuch flack or rick (hall 
be fufFcred to be on fuch lot, or hay, ftraw or fodder, 
remain in any dwelling-houfe, to be recovered as 
aforcfaid for the ufe aforefaid. 

XL PROVIDED NEVERTHELESS, That nothing 
contained in this by-law (hall beconftrued to prevent 
any of the inhabitants of this city from making and 
curing of hay within this city, or the precincts there­
of, nor fhall fuch perfons incur the penalties aforefaid 
in cafe they fhall find it necefiary for the prefervation. 
of fuch hay, during the time of curing, to form it 
into ricks or flacks. 

XII. PROVIDED ALSO, That it fhall and may be 
lawful for any perfon or perfons importing hay, ftraw 
or fodder* into the faid city, by water, to fecure the 
fame in ricks or flacks, the faid ricks or flacks to be 
at ieaft one hundred yards diflant from any houfe.

BE I T ESTABLISHED' AND ORDAINED, by the 
Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common-Council, 

of the City of Annapolis, and the Authority cf'the fame; 
That from and after the twentieth day of July, in-
ftant, no perfon or perfons within the laid city, or 
precindts thereof, fhall keep or fupport any fheep, 
goats, fvvine or geefe, within this city, or the pre-
cinits thereof, except fuch fheep, goats, (wins or 
geefc, as they may or fhall keep in pens or ftyes 
within their refpedtive enciofures, (the laid pens or

fheep, goats, fwine or gecfc, going at large within 
the faid city, or its precincts, and to impound the 
fame, giving notice thereof at the market-houfe for 
five days, and if no perfon fhall claim fuch fheep, 
goats, fwine or geefe, within the five days aforefaid, 
and if claimed, and the owner will not pay, within

fame, That from and after the publication of this by­
law, in all cafes where the real debt or damage doth 
not exceed five pounds current money, it mail and 
may be lawful for the mayor, recorder, or any on"e of 
the aldermen, of this city, to try, hear and determine, 
the matter of controverfy between the creditor and 

debtor, 
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debtor, and, upon full hearing of the allegations and 
evidences of both parties, to give judgment according 
to the laws of the land and the equity and right of 
the matter, and, if need be, charge the conftable with 
the body of the debtor in execution, who is hereby

bitant, on pain of forfeiting twenty millings current 
money for every fuch offence, to the ufe of the cor­
poration, to be recovered by indi&ment or cohfeiTidn.

defcription whatever, except billiard-tables. 

A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND ORDATNED, 
by the Authority aforefaid, If any perfon or perfons 
mall, in oppofition to this by-law, prefume to open 
or fet up, or in any manner to ufe or employ, any 
or either the tables above mentioned, that he or they

V. A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND O R D A I N E D ,

VII. -AND, whereas it is found by experience, that 
all chimnies in which fires are conftantly kept ought., m 
for their fecurity from taking fire, to' be fwcpt every ?f 
month, and it is thought expedient, for the encou­
ragement of the inhabitants in having their chimnies 
regularly fwept within the time aforefaid, to make U 
the rate or price of fweeping as reafonable as poffible, S%, 
and as a fine or punifbment on thcfe who are negli­
gent, to authorife the perfon licenfed as aforefaid to 
charge a higher rate ; therefore, BE I T E S T A B L I S H ­
ED AND O R D A I N E D , by the Authority aforefaid, 
That the perfon licenfed as aforefaid be authorifed to 
charge and receive, from fuch perfons as employ him. 
to fweep their kitchen chimney every mohth, and I 
their other chimnies monthly, from the firft day of 
October till the firft day of May in every year, the 
following rates, and no more j that is to fay, for a 
funnel of one ftory, f;x-pence, of two ftories, nine-
pence, of three ftories, one {hilling, and of four or 
more ftories, one fhilling and three-pence; and from 
all perfons who neglect or refufe to have their chimnies 
fwept monthly as aforefaid, he mall be authorifed to 
demand and receive for fweeping the fame, one third 
more for every omiffion than if fwept within the 
month; provided, that no perfon (hall be Jubject. to 
pay the additional rate for fweeping his chimney, un-
iefs he refufes or neglects to have the fame fwept for 
twenty-four hours beyond the month, after applica- A 
tlon made to htm fcr that purpofe by the perfon ii-
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ceni'ed as aforefaid, his agent, or fome of his fweeps ; 
provided alfo, that nothing in this by-law contained 
?hall be conflrued or taken to prevent any perfon or 
perfons from fweeping his or their chimnies by their 
Servants or flaves. 

VIII. A N D BE I T ESTABLISHED AND O R D A I N ­
ED, by the Authority aforefaid, That it may be law­
ful for the mayor, recorder and aldermen, or any 
three of them, and they are hereby required, to meet 
before the firft day of September next, and to appoint 
a perfon to fweep chimnies within this city, and the 
precincts thereof, and to grant him a permiffion un­
til January mayor's court next, and to receive the 
money in proportion to the time for whis-h the per­
mit is granted; and the perfon obtaining fuch permif­
fion mall be liable'to all the regulations and penalties 
inflicted by this by-law, during the time for which 
the faid permiffion fhall extend, except that of fweep­
ing chimnies without licence. 

A BY-LAW to regulate the market in the city of 
Annapolis. 

BE I T ESTABLISHED AND ORDAINED, by the 
Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common-Coun­

cil, of the City of Annapolis, and the Authority of the 
fame, That two days in the week mail be held as 
market-days within the city of Annapolis, to wit : 
Wednefday and Saturday; and that all victuals and 
provifions brought to the faid city, or the precincts 
thereof, for fale, upon thofe or any other days, (Sun­
days excepted) fhall be carried to the market-boufe 
within the laid city, there to be fold at the ftated' 

market-
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market-hours, to wit: From any time in the morn­
ing until nine o'clock in the forenoon, in the months 
of May, June, July, Auguft and September, and 
until tea o'clock in the forenoon the reft of the 
year. 

II. A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND O R D A I N E D , 
by the Authority aforefaid, That no perfbn fhall buy, 
or caufe to be bought, of any perfon or perfons bring­
ing, or having brought, any kind of victuals or pro-
vifions whatfoever to the faid city for fale, either up­
on the above ftated market-days, or other days of the 
week, (Sundays excepted,) during the time of the 
above ftated market-hours, at any place whatlbever 
but at or in the aforefaid market-houfe, under the 
penalty of twenty {hillings current money for every 
fuch offence. 

III . A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND O R D A I N ­
ED, by the Authority aforefaid, That if any appren­
tice, indented fervant or flave, fhall buy any .kind 
of victuals or provifions bringing or brought to the 
faid city, or the precincts thereof, for fale as a-
forefaid, either upon the above ftated market-days, 
or other days of the week, (Sundays excepted,) 
during the time of the above appointed market-
hours, at any other place whatioever but at the 
aforefaid market-houfe, the mafter or miftrefs of 
fuch apprentice, indented fervant or Have, (hall pay 
the fum of ten fliillings current money for every fuch 
offence.

That no perfon or 
perfons whatfoever fhall purchafe or buy any butter, 
either in firkins or otherwife, brought to the faid 
market-, during the time of the above ftated market-
hours, and fell or caufe to be fold, or offer to fell, 
the fame again, or any part thereof, under the penalty 
of three pounds current money for every fuch offence. 

VII. AND BE I T ESTABLISHED AND O R D A I N ­

ED, by the Authority afqrsfqid% That no perfon or

brought to the faid market, during the time of the 
above ftated market-hours, and fell or caufe to be 
fold, or offer to fell, the fame again, or any part 
thereof, under the penalty of twenty {hillings current 
money for every fuch offence. 

VIII.. PROVIDED A L W A Y S , AND BE I T E S T A ­
BLISHED AND ORDAINED, by the Authority afore -

faid, That nothing in this by-law contained mail be 
conftrued or taken fo as to prevent any perfon from 
buying or purchafing fifli at the public wharf ad­
joining the market-place, or from, buying or pur­
chafing hay, fodder and ftraw, oyfters, beef in bar­
rels or larger calks,- fifn and pork in ditto, flour and 
bread in ditto, dry. fifh, live, ftock, fuch. as-cattle, 
ftieep and hogs, wheat, Indian corn, dried peas and 
beans, oats, rye, bran and fruit, at any time or place 
within the faid city, or the precincts thereof, nor 
from buying bacon after the above ftated market-
hours, and felling the lame again, any by-law or 
ordinance to the .contrary in anywife notwithftand-
ing. 

IX . A N D BE I T ESTABLISHED AND ORDAIN­
ED, That the clerk of the market lhall, on the 
iirft Monday in September next, after giving ten 
days previous notice, by advertifement at the mar-
ket-houfe, and on the firft Monday in January 
every year thereafter, offer to be rented, to the 
higheft bidder, the feveral flails in the faid mar­
ket; provided, that he (hall not difpofe of thofe 
ftalls on the -weft fide of the market for a lefs price 
than at the rate of forty-five {hillings each by the 
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year, and thofc on the eafl fide thereof at the rate of 
thirty (hillings each by the year, after which time he 
(hall in no cafe permit any inhabitant of the city to 
make life of the faid ftalls, except the perfons who 
(hall have fo rented the fame; and if the faid (tails 
(hall not be rented on the days fo limited, the: mayor 
(hall have full power and authority, at any time 
thereafter, to rent the fame for the remainder of the 
year, and for proportionate fums, to any perfons that 
he may deem proper 3 and the faid clerk (hall return 
a lift of the names of the perfons who (hall have 
rented the laid (tails, to the mayor, who is hereby 
authorifed and empowered to receive the prices that 
have been agreed On, grant permits to fuch appli­
cants, pay ail monies by him received by virtue of 
this act to the treafurer of the corporation within 
•ten days after granting the permits, and return an ac­
count thereof to the next mayor's court that (hall fit 
m January annually.

V. A N D BE I T E S T A B L I S H E D AND O R D A I N E D , 
That the faid'director fhall forthwith engage, by con­
tract under writing, for and during the term of three 
years, conditioned for the performance of the duty 
prefcribed by this aft under a penalty of twenty 
pounds, a fufficient number of able-bodied active ci­
tizens, to act as engine-men, who fhall, at all times, 
hold themfelves in readinefs to work the faid engines, 
and, on any alarm, fhall repair thereto, and as foon

AND BE IT ESTABLISHED AND ORDAIN-
E D , That the director fhall arrange all ftrangers and 
Ilaves that may attend in fuch companies, and in fuch 
departments as he fhall judge moft expedient, and 
distribute among the fame, if necefTary, the buckets 
belonging to the corporation.
